To the Town School Committee : 
| Gentlemen : 


I herewith transmit to you the Thirteenth Annual Report of 
_ the Superintendent of Schools. | 


The school year of 1917-1918 began on September 4, 1917 with 
_ a registration of 917, a gain of 57 over the opening day in 1916. The 
school enumeration showed 1844 children between the ages of four 
and sixteen years, a gain of 61 over the enumeration of the previous 
year. In spite of the illness of teachers, an unusually severe win- 
ter and the abnormal conditions caused by war time activities the 
schools have maintained an unusually high standard of work 
throughout the year. They have responded nobly to all calls for 
war work made upon them. ‘Teachers and pupils have subscribed 
freely to issues of Liberty Bonds and have purchased large numbers 
of War Savings Stamps. The schools of the Town of Plainfield 
stand within the first ten towns of the state in the per cent. of pu- 
pils owning War Stamps and within the first five in the per capita 
amount purchased. The pupils alone have bought over $3500 worth 
of War Savings Stamps and they are still buying during the sum- 
mer vacation. 
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Some schools have bought over ten dollars per pupil, an un- 
usual record. In school and home garden work, in spite of the dif- 
ficulty experienced in obtaining a garden supervisor, the children 
have made an excellent showing to date. Our school children, like 
their parents are 100 per cent. American citizens, whole-heartedly 
loyal and anxiously seeking to do all in their power for their coun- 
try in its time of need. 


Nowhere has there been evidenced any other spirit among 
teachers or pupils. Nor has the time spent upon war activities 
been used as an excuse to slight or shirk regular school work. In- 
stead the spirit of the times has seemed to stir all to extra effort, to 
renewed enthusiasm and to unusual activity to make the work of 
the schools more efficient than ever before. The town of Plainfield 
may well be proud of the spirit and the efficiency of its schools as 
shown by the results accomplished during the past ten months. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


The High School, though not as large as three years ago, has 
had a most successful year. This June the class of 1918, numbering 
twenty pupils graduated with more than the e c/at and success. 
This is the largest class ever graduated and its personel ranks very 
high among the 128 pupils who have earned their diplomas from 
the school since it was first started, thirteen years ago. 


The efficiency of the school was never greater, nor was the rec- 
ognition which has come to it ever more gratifying than that which 
has been accorded during the present year. 


The success in athletics, while pleasant to contemplate, but re- 


flects the unity of spirit and the determination to succeed which 


has animated the entire student body during the year. ‘There have 
been no failures for the year in any of the three upper classes, and 
the failures in the Freshman Class have been fewer than ever be- 
fore, although the entering class last fall was as large as any pre- 
vious class. 

That this showing has not been due to any leniency on the part 
of the teachers, a review of the work accomplished at once makes 
clear. 


After a critical inspection of the school by the Chairman of the 
Committee on Certification of Preparatory Schools, the Worcester 
Polytechnic Institute has granted Plainfield High School Certifica- 
tion Privileges for the maximum period of three years. The privi- 
lege is usually granted for but one year. 

More pupils are entering college than was the case a few years 
ago, and others are pursuing advanced courses in other schools, 
preparatory to teaching or entering business offices. 7 
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The need and the demand for a strong commercial course in the 
High School is increasing every year. We lack the room in which 
to place the necessary equipment, and this lack works to the disad- 
vantage of many who would otherwise be able to take commercial 
work at home instead of spending time and money seeking their 
preparation in neighboring towns and cities. The public is at last 
thoroughly aware of the need for a suitable high school building 
and when conditions seem suitable for the step to be taken toward 
erecting a building, there is no doubt that all will welcome the 
move. 


EVENING SCHOOLS. 


To meet the need for thorough instruction of the foreign born 
and non-English speaking portion of our population, the State and 
the Federal Departments of Education are calling for the estab- 
lishment of evening schools in every town and village where any 
considerable number of these peoples are to be tound. At present 
in Connecticut only towns of 10,000 population and over are com- 
pelled by law to maintain evening schools, but it is possible that 


-this limit may be made 5,000 or even lower during the coming ses- 


sion of the Legislature. 


In the mean time the town of Plainfield has been requested by 
the State Board of Education to make provision for the opening of 
evening schools this fall, and it is probably essential that steps 
should be taken at once to comply with their request. ‘The expense 
should not be great and a trial will soon show whether or not such 
schools are required. 


TEACHERS. 


This past year and the coming year presents an increasingly 
hard problem in the matter of supplying our schools with teachers. 
Wages in other lines of work have increased so abnormally that in 
spite of substantial increases to teachers the profession is decreas- 
ingly attractive. Teachers are constantly being sought for by the 
cities and the lure of higher wages tends to lower the sense of obli- 
gation which the teacher owes to the position she already occupies. 
Resignations at any season, without regard to the losses inflicted 
upon the schools and the community by changes, are numerous 
enough to vitally effect the efficiency of the schools. Contracts 
seem to have little value and less significance in holding teachers. 
The situation is developing into a contest as to who can pay the 
highest wages and the effect cannot be otherwise than demoralizing. 


This town has suffered less than many other places in the State, 
but has not entirely escaped the general tendency. We have met 
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the situation as best we could and we hope to continue our schools 
on the high plane of recent years. 


In past years we have been able, when necessity arose, to fill 
our ranks from neighboring states, but now the law establishing a 
Teachers’ Retirement Fund works to our disadvantage. Even 
though teachers know they can withdraw the sums deducted from 
their wages during their service in Connecticut, when they enter 
the service in other states, they will not face the 5 per cent. deduc- 
tion, plus a 5 per cent. agency fee unless wages here are much 
higher than what they can obtain in their own state. Consequently 
one source of supply, upon which we have hitherto been able to de- 
pend, is practically closed. 


GENERAL. 


During the Fall Term the school at Stone Hill was closed as 


there were only five pupils in attendance. These pupils were 
transported to the schools in Plainfield village and the teacher, 
Miss Helen F. Doyle, was transferred to Pond Hill, the teacher 
there, Miss Bessie Lord, having resigned. 


On December I, the two lower rooms at Wauregan were merged 
into one as there were but nineteen pupils in all. This room was 
given in charge of Miss Florence Merriam, and Miss Elizabeth E]- 
liott who previously had been in charge of Room II was transferred 
to the upper room in place of Miss Florence Wheeler who had re- 
signed. ‘This change was made because the entire school at that 
time numbered but thirty-eight pupils and it seemed to the Com- 
mittee unwise to continue to employ three teachers for so few a 
number of pupils. 

Of the graduates and former pupils of the High School, over 
thirty are in the service of our country in one branch or another. 
One is a captain, two are lieutenants, others are non-commissioned 
officers, all are proudly and faithfully serving in whatever station 
they are placed. Our roll of honor is one of which all may be 
proud. Our hearts and prayers are with our boys and when the 
war is over we shall proudly and gladly welcome those who return, 
because we know and they know that those of us who remained at 
home did not fail to do our part, also. 


The general statistical table accompanying this report gives the 
facts relating to attendance in practically the same form as in pre- 
vious years. .
